Chicago, Jan. 23—-<AP)— Human­ 
ity may benefit from 
the 
philan­ 
thropies of Julius 
Rosenwald 
for 
generations to come, but the actual 
ex penditure of his millions will be 
ended in 15 years—ten less than the 
max imum specified by 
the 
mer­ 
chant prince. 
Thus will the cardinal principle of 
the great philanthropist, who was 
militantly opposed 
to 
the 
"dead 
hand in philanthropy,” be carried 
out. 
This was disclosed today by Edwin 
R. Embree, president of the $30,000,- 
000 Jul us Rosenwald fund, 
Embree also made public a list of 
Mr. Rosenwald's gifts 
since 
1910. 
These total in ex cess of $70 000.000 
and include a number not 
hereto­ 
fore made public. 
Based on estimates of the estate, 
Embree figured that the late Chi­ 
cago merchant gav e away four tim­ 
es as much to humanity as he left 
his heirs. 
Benefactions th*t knew no bounds 
of race, religion or origin, were list­ 
ed. 
The generous hand that gav e 
millions to erect schools for Negroes 
in the south was just as nuiek to aid

The Chicago capitalist gav e ov er
